First Move Made To 


Correct Rail Defect 


WASHINGTON, May 18—The Inter-State Commerce Com- 


mission today made its first move to break the serioua cong**- 
tion on the railroads, caused by the nation-wide car shortage 
and to some extent by continuance of the so-called "outlaw" 
switchmen and yardmen strike. 


In issuing orders today for a .heavy movement of box cars 


from the eastt to the middle west and northwest sections, the 
commission indicated that a much more comprehensive plan of 
relieving the congestion will be put into effect within the next day 
or two< 


The movement of cars to the grange sections, it was ex- 


plained, was only the initial step. It will be followed by sweep- 
ing regulations governing priority of shipment of neceasitiei 
and other measures calculated tlo remedy the situation. 


At a meeting with the railroad executives scheduled for 


tomorrow, the commission expects to complete final arrange- 
ments for increasing the efficiency of the roads through central- 
ization of control and a possible pooling of equipment. 


Following an all-day session, in which the 
car shortage 


problem and the almost universal congestion of the roads were 
the sole topics of discussion, the commission issued a formal 
statement. It said in part: 


"The movement of empty box cars suitable for transporta- 


tion of grain continues in large volume from New England and 
Atlantic seaboard states to the grange regions of the .Central 
west ,and^Northwest.v Th)ese cars are being moved 'in solid 
trainloads' under expedited orders, and their movement is now 
being watched continually to avoid any preventable delay in 
getting the equipment to the railroads where it is most needed. 


"Simultaneously there is a movement in the reverse direc- 


tion of trainloads of empty 
open-top cars, suitable for. coal I 


loading, from the Middle west to the coal producing sections of 
the east and southeast. This movement will be continued until 
a more proper balance of these classes of equipment is obtained, 
and should result in considerable relief, both by providing food- 
stuffs and fuel where needed, and by easing the financial strain 
resulting from the long continued inability to move these com- 
modities."

About I,- 
000 samples wore exiiniineil mid the re- 
sults u-ere cnmpnrcil wliti the records 
of the weather conilitiim.s muter which 
the t'uinfiill occurred. The genenil con- 
clusions ara that, tor a given type of 
weather, the concentration of oxidized 
nitrogen la tlic rainfall varies Inverse- 
"y ns the nnionnt of ruinfnll. nnd that 
the totnl nmount of oxidl/od nitrogen n 
unit area found In the rainfall accom- 
panying n storm depends upon the 
type of weather nnd Is practically In- 
dependent of the amount of rainfall, 
and that the lota! mnoimt of oxidized 
nitrogen a unit area found in the rain- 
fall accompanying a storm depends up- 
on the type of wenthor nnd is practic- 
ally Independent of I he amount of rain- 
fall. The highest totnl amounts of oxi- 
dized nitrogen were found at southern 
and !uhin<1 stations In rain water re- 
sulting from monsoomil storms follow- 
ing a lieat wave.—Scientific American.

First Move Made To 


Correct Rail Defect 


WASHINGTON, May 18—The Inter-State Commerce Com- 


mission today made its first move to break the serioua cong**- 
tion on the railroads, caused by the nation-wide car shortage 
and to some extent by continuance of the so-called "outlaw" 
switchmen and yardmen strike. 


In issuing orders today for a .heavy movement of box cars 


from the eastt to the middle west and northwest sections, the 
commission indicated that a much more comprehensive plan of 
relieving the congestion will be put into effect within the next day 
or two< 


The movement of cars to the grange sections, it was ex- 


plained, was only the initial step. It will be followed by sweep- 
ing regulations governing priority of shipment of neceasitiei 
and other measures calculated tlo remedy the situation. 


At a meeting with the railroad executives scheduled for 


tomorrow, the commission expects to complete final arrange- 
ments for increasing the efficiency of the roads through central- 
ization of control and a possible pooling of equipment. 


Following an all-day session, in which the 
car shortage 


problem and the almost universal congestion of the roads were 
the sole topics of discussion, the commission issued a formal 
statement. It said in part: 


"The movement of empty box cars suitable for transporta- 


tion of grain continues in large volume from New England and 
Atlantic seaboard states to the grange regions of the .Central 
west ,and^Northwest.v Th)ese cars are being moved 'in solid 
trainloads' under expedited orders, and their movement is now 
being watched continually to avoid any preventable delay in 
getting the equipment to the railroads where it is most needed. 


"Simultaneously there is a movement in the reverse direc- 


tion of trainloads of empty 
open-top cars, suitable for. coal I 


loading, from the Middle west to the coal producing sections of 
the east and southeast. This movement will be continued until 
a more proper balance of these classes of equipment is obtained, 
and should result in considerable relief, both by providing food- 
stuffs and fuel where needed, and by easing the financial strain 
resulting from the long continued inability to move these com- 
modities."

About I,- 
000 samples wore exiiniineil mid the re- 
sults u-ere cnmpnrcil wliti the records 
of the weather conilitiim.s muter which 
the t'uinfiill occurred. The genenil con- 
clusions ara that, tor a given type of 
weather, the concentration of oxidized 
nitrogen la tlic rainfall varies Inverse- 
"y ns the nnionnt of ruinfnll. nnd that 
the totnl nmount of oxidl/od nitrogen n 
unit area found In the rainfall accom- 
panying n storm depends upon the 
type of weather nnd Is practically In- 
dependent of the amount of rainfall, 
and that the lota! mnoimt of oxidized 
nitrogen a unit area found in the rain- 
fall accompanying a storm depends up- 
on the type of wenthor nnd is practic- 
ally Independent of I he amount of rain- 
fall. The highest totnl amounts of oxi- 
dized nitrogen were found at southern 
and !uhin<1 stations In rain water re- 
sulting from monsoomil storms follow- 
ing a lieat wave.—Scientific American.
